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STATEMENT OF THE LIABILITIES OF EACH COUNTY IN IRELAND 



Sir, 

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 21st instant, forwarding a copy 
of an Order of the House of Commons, and conveying a request of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, that the particulars required by the Order might be 
added to the Account furnished by the Paymaster of Civil Services in Dublin, showing 
the amount of the Debt originally due under the Act, 10 Viet., c. 7, and the amount 
paid, and the amount unpaid. 

In reference to their Lordships’ request, the Commissioners desire to state, that, with 
a view to afford information with the least possible delay, they forward a statement, in 
which are placed, under the head of each County, the Unions which are wholly or chiefly 
situated therein, with such observations as may assist in forming a judgment as to the 
proportion of each Union which is situated in the adjoining county or counties. If such 
should be their Lordships’ desire, the Commissioners will direct the preparation of a further 
Return, in which the amount of the original Debt for Relief advances, as declared by the 
final notice of the Relief Commissioners, upon each Electoral Division included within 
the boundaries of each county shall be exhibited; but, as a certain number of Electoral 
Divisions are situated partly in one county and partly in another, such a Return would 
be only an approximation to the complete Return which appears to have been desired 
by their Lordships. The Commissioners are, however, unable to furnish corresponding 
information as to the amount of repayments which should be credited to Electoral 
Divisions situated in these Unions. Repayments are usually made by the Guardians of 
a Union, upon finding that they have an available balance in the hands of their Treasurers; 
but such repayments are frequently not credited to particular Electoral Divisions until 
after a considerable period has elapsed ; the proportion of such credits being deter- 
mined by the balances in favour of particular Electoral Divisions appearing in the Union 
Accounts.
